BINDERY MACHINES SURVEYED 


Sanders Marketing Research has con- 
ducted independent survey equip- 
ment use the Canadian printing 
industry, with special reference ob- 
solescence. the 1,068 firms ques- 
tioned, 203, 19%, answered detail. 
These 203 firms owned 8,782 items 
machinery and substantial equipment, 
1,094 being bindery machines and 
heavy equipment. 

Many plants not have much 
the way bindery equipment, the 
survey reported, but the 203 graphic 
arts firms which replied average better 
than five items bindery equipment 
apiece. None had sealing press, only 
three had creasing machines, seven had 
wrapping machines, and eight had scor- 
ing machines, 

The 1,094 bindery items consisted 
206 paper cutters (154 manually op- 
erated), 265 stapling machines, 195 
folders, 162 punchers, 131 perforators, 
sewers, standing presses, col- 
lating machines, gatherers, and 
ruling machines.

PRISON BINDING 


The recent successful campaign conducted printers and binders California 
prevent the development competition from printing and binding plants operated 
state prisons has revived interest this complicated problem. Many feel that unless 
watchful eye kept upon such plants disaster might strike the industry. 

The industry not unaware the need for vocational training and honest 
day’s work help rehabilitate prisoners and make them useful members society. 
Frederick Triggs, Sr., for example, president Triggs Color Printing Corp. and well 
known for his work book jacket printing, member the board managers 
the New Jersey State Prisons. 


the present time bookbinding work, ranging from minor book mending 
library binding, done New Jersey, Maryland, Oklahoma, Wisconsin, Cali- 
fornia, and South Carolina. All these states, with the exception South Carolina, 
have compulsory purchases laws providing for limiting the scale binding service 
tax-supported institutions and agencies. 

The only two Federal institutions which very small amount bookbinding 
are the penitentiaries Leavenworth, Kansas, and Atlanta, Georgia.

Fair Trade Practices and Cooperation With Librarians 


THREE-DAY CONVENTION the 
Library Binding Institute, held Wash- 
ington the Hotel Statler 
April and was especially note- 
worthy for its joint sessions with public 
and private librarians which book 
conservation problems and binder-libra- 
rian relations were discussed. the 
meetings for members the Institute 
the Proposed Trade Practice Rules for 
the library were re- 
viewed, and various methods for reduc- 
ing costs and improving plant efficiency 
were discussed during the technical 
sessions. 

George Vonder Haar (George

CALENDAR PRODUCTION THE 


Typical Bindery Operations Such Metal Edging, Stringing, Stitching, Hand Work, 


and Mechanical Binding Make Today’s Calendar Jobs Ideal for the Average Plant 


ENORMOUS VARIETY calendar 
styles makes inevitable that good- 
portion this year’s production will 
work its way through the nation’s trade 
binderies. While there are number 
companies which specialize com- 
plete calendar production, 
printing four-color illustrations 
individual wrapping and mailing, much 
the business still originates with 
commercial printers who farm out the 
binding trade plants.

House Craftsmen, New York Employing Printers Associa- 
tion, Inc., and seventeen other national and local printing 
industry organizations. 

About 250 management and supervisory executives the 
industry heard talks Raymond Blattenberger, Public 
Printer, John Wolff, vice president, Western Printing 
Lithograph Co., St. Louis, and past president, Printing In- 
dustry America, Inc., and Peter Bernard, safety chair- 
man, International Association Printing House Craftsmen, 
and safety and personnel director, Wolff Book Mfg. Co., 
New York. 

Blattenberger noted that the safety program the print- 
ing industry already developed the Printing and Publish- 
ing Section the National Safety Council and the Educa- 
tional Council the Graphic Arts Industry, Inc., needs the 
whole-hearted support all firms the industry 
effective. predicted “unless all that can 
provide maximum safety, the local, state, and Federal gov- 
ernments will enter the picture more and more and control 
things for us.” 

Stressing the fact that printing plant supervisors must 
play important part any effective safety program, 
stated: “One the most notable reasons for efficient, 
economical plant high productivity the morale the 
plant where accident frequency high the 
employees get jittery. the plant small one where the 
accident has not happened—yet—you can make the employ- 
ees happier, make them feel more important, program 
safety that shows you are concerned with their welfare.” 

Remarking the excellent job being done the Print- 
ing and Publishing Division the National Safety Council, 
Blattenberger stated that only about 125 the some 30,000 
firms the national printing industry belonged the Coun- 
cil, and these only reported their accident experiences 
the Division—an altogether inadequate base for compila- 
tion statistics that would give the industry accurate 
picture its accident hazards. 

Wolff emphasized the importance supervision the 
“that preventing accidents largely matter good super- 
vision incidental part, one the added 
bonuses, good you agree that you have 
the responsibility for the work done your men, for the 
condition your machines and equipment, and for the 
ciency with which your department operates, then you have 
already assumed responsibility for safety. 

“Safety important first all because you, the super- 
visor personally, and you part the management your 
company have moral obligation safeguard the health and 

Bernard stated that “safety begins when you are inter- 
viewing applicant for job.” should include close 
investigation the applicant’s physical fitness and his 
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freedom from physical impairments that later might m.ke 
him accident prone might impose the employer and 
his insurance carrier costs for disabilities that may have 
been existent whole part before the employee started 
the job. 

The fact that 26.9 per cent printing industry accidents 
happen employees their first three months employ- 
ment indicates that unfamiliarity with plant and its equip- 
ment, also lack safety indoctrination from the very start 
employment may primary factors. 

Getting down cases avoidable causes accidents, 
mentioned “horseplay” employees with compressed 
air lines, which frequently are kept pressure far beyond 
that needed for efficient operation; careless materials han- 
dling, which accounts for 26.9 per cent the accidents 
the printing plant; failure replace guards machines 
that have been dismantled part for cleaning repair; 
thoughtless operation button controls; ignoring safety 
devices and precautions the operation guillotine paper 
cutters; overlifting, which accounts for the sizeable incidence 
strains and hernias suffered printing industry workers.

today, found necessary over the edges many 
dies with brass wire brush. 

Ammon agreed that there was some tendency con- 
tent with machine finishing rather than handwork, which 
could account for the sharp edges referred to. 

The suitability etched dies next came under the critical 
eye the group, and few speakers seemed echo the be- 
lief that the etched die was too shallow for proper stamping 
performance except very smooth finish cloth. par- 
ticularly bad, declared Otto Hugo (H. Wolff) when you get 
etched die wtih fine lettering countered large “gobs” 
solid area the middle, making almost impossible 
set heat and pressure controls assure equal distribution 
for good stamping. 

Gentile concurred, saying that the die-artist should en- 
deavor distribute his masses more advantageously. Many 
publishers have been supplying etched dies the ground 
that saves money. However, too often the combination 
lowered cost and the need for rush work produces die 
unsatisfactory all concerned. But general, etched dies 
can made satisfactory, the die-makers’ opinion. 

What causes warpage brass dies? Adams (American- 
Stratford) wanted know. Ammon explained that brass has 
grain just like paper other material and that annealing 
tends weaken the metal some extent, thus letting the 
grain exert its effect. 

Caution was suggested accepting dies from out-of-town 
sources—these are frequently made thickness and will 
not fit without reducing bedplate clearances most N.Y. 
presses, which are set for 14” dies.

UNIVERSITY PRESSES REVIEW 
NEW PRODUCTION DEVELOPMENTS 


Topics Include 3-Color Printing Process, Composition Savings, Overseas Sources, Paper Buying 


RODUCTION was virtually the keynote 
the annual meeting the Associa- 
tion American University Presses, 
held the Westchester Country Club, 
Rye, Y., May 2-4, with almost the 
entire first day given over talks and 
discussion. Close 150 were registered 
for the meeting. 

That publishing production was 
serious problem staffs, 
hampered limited time, money, and 
sources, was evidenced the close at- 
tention paid the program, which 
brought out developments, 3-color 
inexpensive reproductions Koda- 
chromes, summary the latest de- 
velopments photo-composition, and 
evolved into four-hour round table 
session problems printing over- 
seas, paper usage, die stamping, copy 
preparation, cold type composition, etc. 

The Monday session opened the 
accompaniment driving rain, but 
president Victor Reynolds (Cornell) 
opened the program with few brief 
announcements, followed Chester 
Kerr (Yale) reporting that definite 
Publish” had been reported but that 
the committee was constantly alert 
such threats. solicits the support 
individual members passing along 
word any attempted infringement, 
well names influential persons 
aid counteracting such attacks.

SUCCESSFUL OFFSET PRINTING THIN BIBLE PAPER 
REDUCES PRODUCTION EXPENDITURE 


book in‘history has run the 
gamut many production variations 
the Bible. Through the years pro- 
ducers seem have left method 
untried competing for the public’s 
favor. recent months much competi- 
tion has stimulated the following de- 
velopments: 

Offset, which had made its way into 
thin Bible paper printing with 
Pocket Edition the Scofield Bible 
(see B&BP Feb. 63), has now 
made further dent into 
dominantly letterpress field with two 
Catholic Commentary the Holy 
Scripture and edition the New 
Testament the Revised Standard Ver- 
sion, 

With the publication the 614” 
edition the Testament, Nelson and its 
printer, Latham Process Corporation, 
New York, Y., have succeeded 
committing offset the thinnest paper 
yet used this type printing. The 
stock, 39” Warren Thintext 
sheet, not new such, but this 
application is. 

Speaking from printer’s viewpoint 
John Freyberger Latham character- 
ized the sheet being limp handling 
since its loading pigment for opacity 
limits its fibre content. This condition 
dictated unusual press conditions not 
unusual pressmen, both which Ted 
Fletcher, then managing Nelson’s pro- 
duction, was happy find Latham. 

least ten delicately adjustable 
suction heads were necessary assure 
stable feeding the sheet the 
grippers. Subsequent adjustments had 
made keep the sheet from 
damage due fluttering while being 
carried into the printing unit. the 
delivery where the sheet 
through the air for some distance the 
delivery pile, the sheet had kept 
from fluttering like flag the wind 
prevent its crinkling and assure its 
guidance square delivery the pile. 

The ingenuity Latham’s pressmen 
and the construction their 53” 
ATF Mann Perferator presses met these 
conditions. The idea was feed the 
sensitive paper from the skid, print 
two sides the same time and deliver 
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pile which had have straight 
edges, that the printed skid would 
perfect condition for the binder’s 
folding machines. This was achieved. 
The old way printing such jobs was 
print one side, jogg and turn print 
the other side, and jogg again for the 
folding machines. Each jogging opera- 
tion resulted waste paper 
considerable loss time. These opera- 
tions were longer necessary. 

After two days setting and adjust- 
ing, the press was able deliver 7,500 
perfectly piled sheets per day, speed 
which was later greatly improved with- 
out sacrificing the square piling 
valuable the binder. 

Freyberger also detailed some the 
printing problems. The sheet, said, 
had little sizing, condition which 
one time posed problems for offset 
printers. Moreover, due the fact 
that this sheet beater-sized paper 
there exists slight difference print- 
ing conditions opposite sides the 
sheet which, however, Latham adjusted 
for the fountain the press. Frey- 
berger credited the thorough blackness 
the printing the skill the press- 
men and the improved offset inks which 
can now carry heavier pigment. 

The six 96-page signatures were cut, 
folded and bound Nelson’s plant 
Camden. For future runs, however, 
64-page signature would more 
economical since cutting sheets 
prior folding would necessary. 


Why Offset? 


What did Nelson achieve turning 
offset for the Commentary and the 
Fletcher explained: There was 
assurance that the Commentary 
would catch seller.

Such are the typical situations between 
the engraver and his customer, the pub- 
lisher, who has learned take advan- 
tage the flexibility for color correc- 
tion and reproving possible with letter- 
stresses quality and talks 99% color 
matching. The publisher rightfully 
takes advantage this selling point and 
insists upon close color match 
possible. 

However, two important factors are 
operation color correctly.

Compare the same job, the same chil-

long the final press run will come 
with good-looking sheet the printed 
result will acceptable even though 
100% color matching has not been 
achieved. 


Divided responsibility scored 

What does this comparison buying 
letterpress versus offset plates prove? 
First, the difference acceptance and 
criticisms color proofs between the 
two processes; second and this most 
important: proves that the engraver 
usually does not have any control art 
work. not consulted techniques 
and does not have any say whether 
the art work suitable for letterpress 
printing. has opportunity sub- 
mit sample plates demonstrate 
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what results are obtainable. Finally, 
does not come contact with the 
printer who will use his plates. sum 


up: The offset printer has complete 


control all phases reproduction 
whereas letterpress divided its re- 
sponsibilities. 

The solution 

Now, how can letterpress printers 
achieve closer tie-ins with photoen- 
gravers? The answer: Magnesium print- 
ing plates. the answer for the Book- 
walter Company and other plants and 
could the answer for many other 
letterpress book printers.

Current machine design slanted to- 
ward keeping costs from rising, Duby 
pointed out, citing experiments build- 
ing high speed ink stamping press. 

Unfortunately, appears that two 
speeds inter-related equipment, 
problem which engineers different 
plants are constantly working cor- 
rect. One old bottleneck, the building- 
stage, has largely been eliminated 
the development electrically con- 


trolled heating units which press the 
books after they are cased-in. 


And materials too! 


New materials the horizon include 
multi-colored stamping leaf enabling 
three colors stamped from 
single roll, new vinyl binding materials, 
new non-fade pastel colors cover ma- 
terials. must borne mind that 
while these materials are exciting and 
useful, they not always work 
every combination with other more 
standard materials, and require consid- 
erable plant testing. 

Closing with plea for standardizing 
few trim sizes, Duby referred 
total different trim sizes had 
found quick survey his plant’s 
production, which only six varied 
more than quarter inch either way. 
Even short runs, greater adherence 
few standard trim sizes would en- 
able publishers save money the 
long run, least tend hold costs 
line. Concluding with the urgent plea 
for unified research the entire pro- 
duction problem all concerned, Duby 
declered would possible develop 
fully streamlined plant which could 
turn out books meet all demands. 

Duby was the target questions 
from numerous publishing production 
personnel who asserted that they had 
largely standardized but had seen non- 
immediate results the cost picture. 
Replying, Duby pointed out that due 
constant shifts publishers’ schedules 
and their conflict the plants with 
other publishers, resulting missed 
dates because delay delivery 
materials, unsolved questions 
format, that jobs frequently had 
taken off the machines and put aside 
until these difficulties had been over- 
come, and then put back on. Double 
makeup such this costs time and 
money. 


Short run future? 


John Begg (Oxford P.) ruefully 
commented that there seemed 
little hope for the publication short 
run editions of, for example, 3500, 
which the first bound, and subse- 
quent orders are for 500 lots. Perhaps 
the manufacturer could operate two 
plants production lines, one for such 
editions, others for the mass production 
operation! 

reply, Duby cited the cost set- 
ting gathering machine for run- 
ning approximately $20 hourly, ex- 
plained that each shift size made 
necessary complete resetting the 
machine, that number different 
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sizes and short runs added into 
considerable sum down time, costly 
both manufacturer and publisher. 

Abe Lerner, Clinic chairman, com- 
mented that the standardizing paper 
and cloth dimensions did not leave 
much room for further standardization, 
which led into discussion the pos- 
sibility gang running jobs the 
same press run and trim size the 
same time. run 800,000 monthly 
three sizes, was felt, could run 
save the customer money. 

Joseph Levy (McKibbin) contended 
that manufacturer could possibly 
limit himself certain sizes, but that 
there were some possibilities saving 
gang runs was tightly con- 
trolled. 

Some desultory debate was aroused 
over the fate the book designer 
the development greater standardiza- 
tion, but was generally felt that the 
problems cover decoration, choice 
materials, and illustration still afforded 
ample area for his skills. 


THE LIBRARY VIEWPOINT

These latter duties are especially im- 
portant. The colorful, profusely illus- 
trated textbooks today are vastly 
more difficult produce than was Noah 
Webster’s speller. The advice 
expert schooled all the complexities 
modern book production essential.

particular series. What kind illus- 
trations would present most effectively 
the concepts taught?
